GENTLEMEN: 


Those of you who have taken an interest 
in the subject discussed in these Open Let- 
ters — and we fear your number is pathetic- 
ally small — are in a position now to see the 
bitter fruits of the Roosevelt-Johnson “peace- 
ful and profound” revolution. This revolu- 
tion, in its immediate effect, was no different 
from any other revolution.

The Constitution (Charter) of the U. N. 
World Government was devoted almost ex- 
clusively to the doctrines of “racial equality” 
and “economic equality.”

We get back to the proposition that the 
UD. N, is a government of all the world. The 
Council on Foreign Relations runs the U. N. 
‘Arthur Goldberg (as was Adlai Stevenson), 
is a Member of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions. The World Government (pending the 
time they can get YOUR Senate to ratify an 
International Law) functions through Treat- 
ies and Resolutions of the General Assembly. 
A duly ratified G. A. Resolution becomes

“WE” are firmly bound by our. “solemn

Regardless of what you may think about 
this — or what your Senators and Congress- 
men may tell you, the record is crystal clear 
that the whole Washington Government re- 
gards Article 25 as amended by the “Uniting 
for Peace’ Resolution as the SUPREME 
LAW OF THE LAND. They told us in en- 
acting the U. N. Participation Act where 
they stood BETWEEN the Constitution and 
the U. N. Charter when they wrote into that 
‘Act the proclamation that ‘“Notwithstand- 
ing the provisions of ANY OTHER LAW” 
the un-Constitutional powers AND OBLIGA- 
TIONS listed therein should accrue to the 
President of the (Member State) United 
States. 

You law makers who understand Law 
. Should obtain a copy of the U.N. Participa- 
tion Act as amended — find yourselves a 
nice quiet corner, and STUDY IT. Just see 
what was left of the Constitution when 
YOUR representatives and OURS, enacted 
this monstrous legislation. And ask your- 
selves whether you really represent anything 
or anybody under this law. 

During the half-baked “debate” on this 
Act, it was stated over and over — and ac- 
tually written into the Act — the provision 
that “OUR” Ambassador who is NOT 
ELECTED, nor answerable to Congress, 
would get his instructions from the President 
(of the Member State). And, having read 
and/or studied this proposition, you see little 
reason to question it. 

United Nations Participation Act as 
amended October 9, 1949: 

Section 2. (a) The President by and 

with the advice of the Senate shall ap- 

point a representative and a deputy rep- 
resentative of the United States to the 

United Nations, both of whom shall have 

the rank and status of envoy extraordin- 

ary and ambassador plenipotentiary . . . 

and shall perform such functions in con- 

nection with the United Nations as the 

President may from time to time direct. 

Section 3. The representatives provided 

for in Section 2 hereof, when represent- 

ing the United States in the respective 
organs and agencies of the United Na- 
tions shall at all times act in accordance 

with the instructions of the President. . . 

Perhaps you had better read Sections 2 and 
3 again — then consider the OATH OF OF- 
FICE taken by “OUR” Ambassador,

From the words of the Participation Act 
and those prescribed for the Oath of Office, 
you can get a fair estimate of the significance 
of an Act of Congress and of the integrity of 
the U. N., its CREATORS and its associates.

The young men we are losing are precious 
to us — our sons and brothers, our husbands 
and the fathers of our children. To make 
the supreme sacrifice in wars that we are 
not permitted to win and where the “negoti- 
ations” by politicians result in ever greater 
expansion of Communist slavery—this is too 
great a sacrifice to ask of America’s youth 
and their sorrowing loved ones, 

General MacArthur spoke of the shame of 
visiting the destruction of war not upon the 
aggressor but on the unfortunate victims of 
Communist attack. And of the shame of this 
nation withholding its military might from 
erushing the enemy’s war-making potential 
in order to shorten the conflict and thus sar- 
ing the lives of thousands of America’s fight- 
ing men, 

In Vietnam, this administration, as that 
of its Democratic predecessor in Korea, re- 
fuses to use even the non-nuclear military 
tools and diplomatic pressures available to 
shorten the war, thus reducing the number 
of American casualties, and assuring victory 
over the Communists. General John P, Mc- 
Connell, present Air Force chief of staff, said 
we have the military capability of destroying 
North Vietnam and torcing its surrender 
“virtually overnight.” 

Our resources are squandered by sending 
our planes to bomb meaningless targets in 
North Vietnam. As stated by General Curtis 
E. LeMay, recently retired Air Force chief 
of staff, we are merely “pecking around the 
edges” with our bombings. Sorties against 
insensitive targets are exhausting our fight- 
ing centers and result in needless casualties. 
Blows that would really hurt the enemy are 
withheld on Presidential order. Failure to 
act with an effective blockade has resulted 
in the delivery of missiles.and other weapons 
of war that will result in heavier U.S. casual- 
ties should air strikes finally be called against 
truly important North Vietnam targets. Al- 
though North Vietnam Communist regiments 
have invaded South Vietnam, the anti-Com- 
munist forces are not permitted to carry the 
war by a similar invasion of North Vietnam. 
‘All of the destruction of property and lives 
is once more suffered by the poor victims of 
Communist aggression. 

The President begs our enemy to start ne- 

; gotiations — without imposing conditions. 
Peace ig usually sought by a defeated enemy 
who submits to the terms of the victor. It 
ars the President is only looking fer a

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lined in official U.S. government publications 
and calls for the total disarmament of the 
United States and the establishment of an all 
powerful United Nations “peace force.” The 
American people are to be brainwashed to 
accept the idea that only such a radical ac- 
tion will guarantee the world a true peace. 
There are sufficient signs and statements 
that point to a sellout of the people of Viet- 
nam just as other Democrat Presidents sold 
out the people of Eastern Europe, China, 
Cuba and Laos, 

Our President and his top men have ac- 
tually told us that victory over communism 
is not our goal — our boys are dying only to 
bring the enemy to a negotiation table — the 
same enemy who pledged in 1954 “to respect 
the sovereignty, the independence, the unity, 
and the territorial integrity” and “to refrain 
from interference in their internal affairs.” 
The same enemy who is in South Vietnam 
and Laos in violation of the agreement he 
signed at another negotiation table in Geneva 
in 1954. 

If our President’s purpose in Vietnam is 
only to negotiate for a coalition government, 
then our young men are dying in vain, The 
Communist enemy has repeatedly shown the 
world what it thinks of coalition agreements. 

The history of the past fifty years shows 
that Communists only seek negotiations 
when there is an advantage to be gained 
thereby. They use negotiations either to dis- 
arm the forces of freedom or to obtain re- 
laxation of almost unbearable pressures that 
threaten their destruction, 

Negotiating with America’s diplomats the 
Communists have taken over more lands and 
peoples than all the conquerors of history 
combined: over one-third of the Earth’s peo- 
ples and one quarter of its land surfaces. All 
accomplished without the Joss of a single So- 
viet air-squadron, regiment, or battleship— 
just “negotiations.” Of course, Communist 
aggression and its goal of world conquest is 
not brought up at the United Nations, that 
forum of fallen hopes, rendered impotent by 
the Soviet Union and an alliance of Asian and 
African nations, but still being pushed upon 
the American public as “man’s only, best, and 
last hope for peace.” In the U.N., only the 
sins of anti-Communist governments, as 
Rhodesia, are subject to condemnation and 
even bloody military action as in Katanga. 

Why does our President continue to work 
for a repetition in South Vietnam of the 
tragedy of Korea? Must our loved ones con- 
tinue to be sacrificed for the same empty 
reasons? We cannot match the Asian enemy 





war of “white imperialism.” Americans must 
not be sent to fight an Asian war that could 
and should be fought by Asiatics. The war 
in Vietnam is an Asiatic conflict and the 
soldiers of freedom should be Asiatics. Over 
half a million trained troops of free China on 
Formosa are ready and willing to fight but 
are held back by America’s politicians. 

Our President and Secretary of State, Dean 
Rusk stated that there would be no privileged 
sanctuary in this war, such as that given the 
Communists beyond the Yalu river in the 
Korean war, However, as in Korea, our 
fighting men are once again. not permitted to 
destroy ALL military targets but must take 
dictation from the White House and State 
Department who send our bombing missions 
on the least provocative targets that do kill 
our boys but have done practically nothing to 
impede the Communist build up in South 
Vietnam. The enemy’s industrial complexes, 
power plants, and sea ports are free to supply 
his military machine, There is no bombing 
of the vast complex of dams and dikes on the 
Red and Black Rivers, upon which the very 
existence of North Vietnam depends. While 
our boys die in increasing numbers, the Presi- 
dent refuses to permit the destruction of the 
most vital enemy installations that would 
force him to surrender. At this writing, we 
do not have even a blockade or a mining of 
the harbor of Haiphong through which the 
enemy receives much of his war supplies. 

The only way to make the sacrifices of our 
fighting men meaningful is for Americans to 
rededicate themselves to the eternal struggle 
for freedom against all who would threaten 
it, and to mobilize all the resources of our 
country so as to achieve an early victory. If 
we are to fight, this must be done legally, 
There must be, as prescribed by our Consti- 
tution, a declaration of war by Congress. 
Then Congress and the people must see to it 
that this war will not be allowed to degen- 
erate into another Dominican Republic epi- 
sode, or a Cuba or Korea where after a brief 
show of spirit, our leaders allowed the Com- 
munists to achieve even more control over 
their victims than they had before the sacri- 
fice of the lives of our GI's, 

International communism is the enemy of 
our Nation and all the peoples of the world. 
We must fight it everywhere within our na- 
tion, at our doorstep in Cuba, as well as 
10,000 miles away. The’ enemies of freedom 
must be destroyed by refusing to aid them 
in any way with food or -supplies. The 
enemy’s ability to wage war must not be pro- 
tected. When war is forced upon us, we must 
not HP our men at some artificial border 
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the Senate has gotten us into. “WE” will 
send our young men any place on earth to 
fight U. N. wars for any reason U. N. decides 
to fight the wars, and neither Congress nor 
the People will be consulted. 

In addition to this, once our forces are 
committed their commanders, whoever they 
may be, will report ALL MILITARY AC- 
TIONS, undertaken OR IN CONTEMPLA- 
TION, to the Military Council of the U.N. 
and the head of the Military Council by 
agreement, will always be a “Soviet citizen.” 


The United Nations is MOST INSISTENT 
that Britain recognize an OBLIGATION to 
use military force against Rhodesia if noth- 
ing else works. The British Government 
KNOWS that the surest and quickest way to 
bring down the government is to try it. The 
United Nations wants war in South Africa 
with its burgeoning and unexplored riches, 
MORE THAN U.N. EVER WANTED ANY- 
THING before. Forcing Britain to fight that 
way and PAY FOR IT would be a BIG DEAL 
for the U. N. 

But Britain wants off the hook. As this 
is written Britain is trying to persuade U. N. 
to do its own dirty work. And perhaps they 
will; most likely with “OUR” troops, which 
are being so generously offered by “our” 
Ambassador, 

This is the way American lives and Ameri- 
can treasure are thrust into world-wide em- 
pire building wars. This is the CONTINU- 
ING CONSEQUENCE of “our” “treaty” with 
the United Nations, 


You may have doubted what we have been 
telling you. Many of you DO NOT CARE; 
most of you would “pass the buck” to the 
CONGRESS who got us into this mess, and 
who have bankrupted us, collectively and in- 
dividually, in supporting its global conquests. 
There is no place to “pass the buck” now. 
The policy and program of the United Na- 
tions — and the disastrous consequences of 
the ACCEPTANCE of the whole infamous 
scheme, are apparent in the Rhodesian situa- 
tion. Responsible public officials will watch 
it carefully, and prepare to justify the faith 
of the people as the Revolutionary Govern- 
ment of the United Nations moves in for the 
final assault. 

The tragedy of this whole thing is that 
there are so many irresponsible people in the 
United States, and that so many of the most 
irresponsible are found in the business and 
professional communities where the unprece- 
dented profits of the “cold war” have dead- 


ened all sense of civic or patriotic awareness. . 


Nothing — absolutely nothing counts, except 
black ink this month.
